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Mysterious and Daring Robbery Com 
mitted by Masked Men. 


Moscow, March 21.— The Credit Mu­ 
tual, one of the largest banks in Mos­ 
cow, 
was mysteriously 
robbed 
by 
masked men at dusk, the robbers se­ 
curing $432.GDO. 
It was an extremely 
daring 
job. 
The 
facts 
already 
de­ 
veloped raise the question whether the 
robbery was committed by or under 
the direction of someone at present or 
previously employed in the institution. 
The bank is situated in Ilinka street in 
the heart of the city. 
The last of the 
clerks had just departed, leaving an 
inside guard of three men, while under 
the porte cochere outside were a po­ 
liceman and the house porter. 
The 
street was crowded with people hurry­ 
ing homeward. Accor (Tm g to the story 
of the guards in (lie twinkling of an 
eye they were confronted with revol­ 
vers in the hands of twenty masked 
men, who had entered silently by th*- 
main door, 
which had been 
locked 
when the < Tice force 
left. 
After a 
command 
to the guards 
to hold 
up 
their hands, not a word was spoken. 
Tile guards were quickly 
bound and 
gagged and thrown into a dark corner. 
Tile robbers then took up positions at 
all the entrances and the curtains of 
the windows were lowered. 
The chief 
of the robbers, who directed the opera­ 
tions of his associates by gestures and 
without speaking, showed a thorough 
fam iliarity with 
the location 
of the 
vaults. 
W hen all was ready he went 
to the burglar proof safe and with a 
few’ whirls of the knob threw the com­ 
bination of the lock, the heavy doors 
swung open and the 
treasure of tile 
bank was revealed. 
The plunder, con­ 
sisting of gold, silver and notes, was 
speedily thrust into 
sacks. 
W hen a 
clean 
haul of 
the ..money 
had been 
made, not a kopeck boing left, tile rob­ 
bers departed as silently as they came, 
making their exit through the main en­ 
trance and leaving 
no trace behind 
them. 
They had been in the bank less 
than half an hour. 
Tw enty minutes 
later one of the guards succeeded in 
freeing himself and gave the alarm. 
The 
dumbfounded 
policeman 
and 
house porter, who had been standing 
in front of the bank, claimed they had 
seen no one enter or leave it. 
An immense crowd was attracted to 
the scene by the news of the robbery. 
M. Vitchniakoff, the managing direc­ 
tor of the bank, after a hasty investi­ 
gation, posted off to consult Governor 
General Don bassoff. 
It is the general Impression that the 
key to the m ystery is within the hank 
itself.

His homo paper, the 
Journal Press could pay him no higher 
compliment nor bestow one more worth 
ily when it says: 
“ His voluntary retire 
meat at a time when success in a high 
or held seemed certain, takes one of tin* 
brightest men iii tho state out of active 
politics, arid one who had the right by 
force of ability to aspire to tho highest 
honors in the gift of the people, and 
with bright promises of fulfillment." 
Senator Brower’s statement is as fol 
lows;
